[0020a] Fig. 18 is a perspective view of a sleeve constructed in accordance 
with the present invention and containing a potted plant with the sleeve 
secured by a banding element disposed above the upper end of the pot. 
[0020b] Fig. 19 is a perspective view of a sleeve constructed in accordance 
with the present invention and containing a potted plant with the sleeve 
secured by a banding element disposed below the upper end of the pot. 
[0020c] Fig. 20 is a perspective view of a sleeve constructed in accordance 
with the present invention and containing a potted plant with the sleeve 
secured by a banding element disposed above the upper end of the pot. 
[0020d] Fig. 21 is a perspective view of a sleeve constructed in accordance 
with the present invention and containing a potted plant with the sleeve 
secured by a banding element disposed below the upper end of the pot.

[0039a] In an alternative embodiment, the sleeve 10a may be secured 
about the pot 40 using a securing element 74 to form a crimped portion 76, 
comprising overlapping folds 77, in a position above the upper end 42 of the pot 
40 as shown in Fig. 18. Alternatively, as shown in Fig. 19, the sleeve 10a can 
be secured about the pot 40 using a securing element 78 to form overlapping 
folds 77 in a crimped portion 80 in the sleeve 10a in a position below the upper 
end 42 of the pot 40. 

[0039b] In an alternative embodiment, the sleeve 10b may be secured 
about the pot 40 using a securing element 74 to form a crimped portion 76, 
comprising overlapping folds 77, in a position above the upper end 42 of the pot 
40 as shown in Fig. 20. Alternatively, as shown in Fig. 21, the sleeve 10b can 
be secured about the pot 40 using a securing element 78 to form overlapping 
folds 77 in a crimped portion 80 in the sleeve 10b in a position below the upper 
end 42 of the pot 40.

A method of covering a flower pot with an oversized sleeve. The sleeve 
has an inner diameter which is greater than the maximum diameter of a pot 
disposed therein. The sleeve may have a detachable upper portion, a skirt 
portion, with a linear or non-linear upper end, or with or without gussets in the 
lower end or sides. In the method the sleeve is secured about the pot by [a] 
crimping a portion of the sleeve having a bonding material thereon, or using a 
securing element. 
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
